Aleady 
the winter snow is in evidence i ip Many parts of 
the famine districts, waking the situation even 
more severe. 

~ The first specimen is’ a mixte af mothi. and 
gobo~w black root eaten only ky ihe lowest 
classes, The meq)i is made ofthe poorest 
quality rice, and forms only one-third of the 
mixture. The specimen is black: in colour, 
| and of the consistency of putty, repulsive alike 
to sight aud smell, : . 

A mixture of mochi with dedkon rants and 
leaves is-a second specimen. In: appearance 
this mess. resembles nothing ‘more than the 
contents of an old, disused paste-pot, “It is of 
a greyish colour, with (he pieces of feaves,in- 
termixed, and also of a most repulsive ap- 
pearance, 4 

Another “food” is obtained ly first gathering 
acorns, washing them in lime to neutralise whe 
bitterness to some extent, and then mixing 
them with the mochi; ag before, This specie 
men, I:ke the others, 15 nauseating ‘to every 
sense, .

The fourth specimen is an admixture af 
boiled straw and mochi, in the proportion of 
two pasts to ono respectively, The value of 
this ‘attempted substitute for food may be 
imagined.
